RETREAT IN ALL WEST SALIENTS IS UNDER WAY

W ith the Anglo-American Forces Southeast of Cam­ 
brai, Oct. 11.—The great battle is now being fought on a 
front o fnearly thirty miles today, hav ing been extended 
northw ard. The British are gaining ev erywhere. 
There 
is v irtually no infantry opposition, the only resistance 
worth mentioning is th at of machine gun forces. 
The 
bulk of the enemy artillery seems to hav e fled so far to 
the east as to be out of range. 
Countless Machine Guns. 
The high ground on the eight mile front between 
Hil­ 
aire and Le Cateau and to the southeast was found 
to be 
aliv e with machine gun nests when the British 
appro ach­ 
ed, and the cav alry patrol was held up here for so me time. 
In Headlo ng Flig ht. 
It is known that on the Le Cateau-Hilaire line the Ger­ 
mans are in headlong flight. 
The Douai salient is being made still deeper and the 
news that the Germans hav e begun their ev acuation there 
is xpected at any time.

Cambrai is being rapidly left behind by the British. 
The Germans are fleeing ahead of the allied push and no­
